singular structure, was a curious specimen 
of natural history. It resembled in some

Nkit AncTic Expedition. — A new Arctic 
Exploring Evpediiion is now being organ- 
\7.ed\n the United States under tlie direction 
of Dr. T. T. Hays, who went out as surgeon 
with the Kane expedition. It is ; said that 
all the leading soientifio Booiflues m tl^e Uiii- 



ted States, have already appointed commit- 
lees to-co-operalB with Dr. Hays in this en 
lerprlse. The expedition is looked upon fa- 
vorably in Europe, and M. de la Roqiie, 
Vice President of the French Geographica 
Society, has subscribed a liberal sum to 
.vards its expenses, while the eminent Sir 
Roderick Murchison has brought it to the 
notice of tho Royal Geographical Society of 
London. Thirty thousand dollars will be re- 
quired to carry out the object of the expe- 
dition, and of that amount, it is said nearly 
one half has been already subscribed. It is 
intended that the expedition shall start early 
next spring. ' ' . 

Panama ITews. 



The Panama Star and Herald .says: The 
'ast arrival from Cliiricini brought down 
about 830.000 of gold images from the In- 
dian liuacas, of a ijualily equal'to the best 
^et received, the majorily of which had 
already been disposeil of at S20 per ounce. 
It is probable that liuring the dry season 
'vhich is now set in, many more huacas will 
be discovered, but it can lianlly be expected 
that many discoveries will be made alter 
the present season, as during that lime the 
enlire country is likely to be examined. The 
vessel brings down a number ol passen;;ers, 
and several packages of pottery from tho 
Indian graves. There are also a few pirces 
^ f statuary taken from the buaca.s, which 
:<re very curious and of considerable dimen- 
tions. As the dry season is now setting in, 
u e may soon expect some interesting intel- 
ligence from ihi.t region. 

A correspondent ol the Star and Herald, 
wriliny troiii David, in the Cliiriipii niioes, 
says: Mr, Lara has just made a great dis- 
covery ; a hill near Bugabite, about -100 feel 
ill circumference and 70 feet hi^h, is noth- 
ing more than an immense biiryiim-plan?, 
and Mr. L. has commenced to tunnel it 
through tlie middle. At abnut 40 feet from 
the eiitiaiicr, ho discovered va.'t deposits ol 
pottery, but as lie has not yet learheil the 
centre, it ii not known whether it contains 
;;old or not. We have a good deal of e\- 
1' tement about the filibusters, and about I'i 
policemen are daily drilled. We hear that 
ail American ves.scl-of-war is cruising oil 
Boco del Toro. 



Ea i;th<jua K E3 A .Ni I) Eruptions on Ha- 
waii. — The earllujuake noticed by us as 
having been felt here and at Lahaiua, ap- 
pears on Hawaii to have been the nunt 
severe ever t'elt. A currespondent at Kaui 
writes: ''On the night of iho 20th wv hail 
the hardest sh.ikini: here that has proba^ ly 
ever been felt in Kona. Two lii.Minct and 
h^avy shocks were fell." Another eiirr. s- 
pondent at Kaui says : "The only item id 
news is the report brouglil to-day, Nov. 28, 
from Iviholo, that a Ire.sli and lar;;e stream 
oi lava has, within p b'W days, .■started, Iroiii 
the crater on .Mauna l.oa, and is now run- 
ning down in a parellfd direction wiih that 
of February last." — Commercial Advertiser.

Oovornment of British Columbia. 

Now thnt thoro is some prospect of the 
truant officials of the sister colony becoming 
resident therein, it may not he amiss to rc- 
dirsct public attention to tlie niitiire of the 
i'xisting );i)verninent, ami tho imperative no- 
cessity which oxist.s, not merely for refon.i, 
but revolution. A system of thin;;s correct 
in principles but not fully earrieJ out or 
properly developed, is one to which the word 
reform is applicable, but a system radically, 
inherentlj, and wholly bad, must bo revohi- 
tionited. Of. this latter sort is the govern- 
ment of British Columbia. It is a despotism, 
as truly as thatpf Kuuia or France. The 
people have BO Voice in tbb management of 
their affairs. Everything is subject to a 
one man power. 

Now, wo are perfectly aware that a des- 
potism may be wisoly and beneficially adniiii- 
ittored. Wo are ready to admit that half- 
•irilized nations may he better govorned un- 
der dc9pi)tic than representative institutions. 
But aparc from the mode of administering 
tho Uritish Columbian despotism, wcconteiid 
that it was not merely an egregious mistake, 
but a potitivt nnd aeriow wrong for tho Im- 
perial government to inflict such a system on 
her youngest-born colony. Our blood boils, 
and the blnsh of shame mantles to our 
cheek, whenever we glance at the preamble 
with which every proclamation sots out. 

Whereas, by virtue of an Act of Parlia- 
ment made and passed in the 2lsl and a2d 
years of the Reign of Her Most Gracious 
Alajaaty, thevQueen, and by a- Commission 
under' the Great Seal of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, in fonforrnity 
therewith, I, James Douglas, Governur of 
tho Colony of British Columbia, have been 
authoriied by Pioclamation issued under 
the Public Seal of the said Colony, to make 
laws, institutions and ordinances for thu 
peapej order and good government of the 
sanie, Now therefore, . /, James Douglas, 
Governor of British Columbia, by virtue of 
the authority aforesaid, do proclaim, order 
and enact. 

This is a pretty way in which to talk to 
free-born Englishmen, who have been from 
their youth up accustomed to have the 
Sovereign even associate her Parliament 
with herself in the preamble to every sta- 
tute, thus recognizing the significant fact, 
■0 fundamental to all right ideas of liberty, 
that the people are in an important sense, 
lelf'govemed. . What could the English Par- 
liament hare b'eeii thinking of to commit 
aueb^pswiBri to any one man,however quali- 
fiati by intimacy with the affairs of the 
Hudson Bay Co., and influence over the In- 
dians f A charming song is it for the Guv- 
amor of a British Colony : 

" I »m raonarcli of »11 1 survey, 
Hy right tliera is nont to diapute, 
From tiie centre all round to tbe sea, 
I am lord of tbe" KAir and tbe brute." 

;Any Colouist who can deliberately endorse 
•ueh a ayslem, deserves banishment to 
Siberia for the term of his natural life. 
VThat, have British subjects traversed liie 
wilderness or dared the ocean a thousand 
leagues, to become possessed of a political 
inheritance such as this ] We care not who 
the administrator of such a form of govern- 
ment may be — philosopher or cl'iwn, «:iint 
or fiend, ani;el or devil — the sys'ein \n a 
virtual abrogation of thi IJrit'sh Co(is!itu- 
tion ; and the state of things it legalizes is 
worse than what prevailed in England prior 
to the signinir of Vlauiia Charta. 

What are the British Columbians about, 
that they do not exclaim loudlyand peremp- 
torily against this ''peculiar institution" of 
theirs* Why do they not use the right of 
petition, and implore the Home Government 
to let them have at least the name of a i^ar- 
liament, that the principle may be recog- 
nized? Have they forgotten the truth, 
" Who would be free, themselves mutt 
strike the blow 1" 

We are aware that it is urged in high 
quarters that British Columbia is not pre- 
pared for representative instilutioni. When 
Ml// she be, if no one but the e.xisting gov- 
ernment is to have an opinion on tlie subject? 
And is it not strange that they who think 
British Columbia unprepared for representa- 
tive government, should have so long looked 
with oompiaoency on the miserable farce 
•naetad oyer and over at Nanaimo, where 
one elector repeatedly sent or eleoted a mem- 
ber to thrColonial. Assembly 1 Are there 
not at least a dozen oonstitiiencies in the 
sistar Colony as, large as Nanaimo? The 
positoni we take is, that every locality where 
t«n or twenty British subjects can be inus- 
tercd.Jshould be constituted an electoral dis- 
trict. The principle of government by rep- 
resentation is equally applicable whether 
the inhabitants bo few or innny. Ilowis it tlint 
in n territory of the United States, tho peo- 
pl« can bt •elf'goTerned from the time tbsit 



there arc onoiij;!i in n sottliMiuMii to make a 
town meeting, while in a Uritish colony, 
hundreds and.thoustnds ofjiiitslligeiit free- 
meiiittre (looraed tojjhoar t^d dissonant nii- 
noiincomont, • " Now, thoroforo, I do enact ?'' 
[Will any body siiy snoh a system is.in no-' 
cordanoe with the British Constitution ? Or 
that it is radicalism and political fanaticism 
to call for chaiii^e ? 

In wlint wo have said, wo have spoken 
only {){ the form oj govenmtnt e.xistini^ in 
tho .sister colony. l^ut the restrictions on 
iniiiiuir, the re|ielliint hiiid policy, the op- 
|ii-e,ssivi' cnstnin ilin's, and the well uudcr- 
st<i(id reluctance of the Kxecutivo to have 
even a C(}uucil — a measure advocated by the 
government organ — speak volumes as to the 
udniiniatration of the British Columbian des- 
potism.

A Miner on the Beach Diggings, Bye 
Laws &c., &o. 



The steamer Northerner will never a;;nin 
plough tho waves of the Pacific, or be the 
bearer of freight, i)assougor3 nnd news to 
those remote from friends and home. She 
has made her luat trip. The particulars of 
her loss will' bo, found iu another column. 
Consternation and gloom wero depicted on 
every countenance, as yesterday tho tidings 
passed from lip to lip, of tho melancholy dis- 
aster by which a nublo ship has been 
wrecked and thirty-six valuable lives sacri- 
ficed. This terrible calamity was wludly ac- 
cidental. The vessel struck on somo hidden 
reef in Humboldt Bay, fiijiposcd to be very 
smnll, from tho shock being comparatively 
ali;;ht. No human forcsii;hl or pruilem'O 
could have averted the catastrophe. Tlio id- 
Gcers of tho ill-fated boat seem to have dis- 
played tho utmost coolness and s'-lf pMss(>s. 
Bion, and to have exerted themselves nobly 
for tho rescue ef the passengers. Captain 
Dall narrowly escaped with his own life, 
after heroically expostnp; it for the sake 
of others. First officer French, a fine gentle- 
manly fellow, is unfortunately among the 
lost. Every one whoso fortune it hiis been 
to take a voyage with him will deeply rei;ret 
his sad fate and untimely end. The snrne 
may be said of Mr. Barry, tho E\ press i\;es- 
senger of Wells, Fnrgo & Co. lie was 
when a resident among us, a genial, cheerful, 
obligirig, conipnuiuiuible man, iu the vigor 
of early miudiood, Who can refuse ihe 
tear of sympathy over his lot? Capt. 
Thomas Gladwell ia another noble 'cl- 
ow who has met a watery ijrave. lie 
was well known here and in Uritish Colum- 
bia as captain of the steamers Umatilla and 
Maria, He was one of the pioneers of 1858 
His many virtues caused him to be loved 
as a brother, and long shall we deplore his 
loss. So far as wo have advices, no resident 
of Victoria is reported among the missing. 
Portland seems to have siiflered seveiely in 
the loss of a numberof her cili/ena. While 
thankful for our e.temption from bereave- 
ment, we are sure we but speak the senti- 
ment which is univprjal, when wb tender 
our flinccrest condolence an<l synipatliy to 
thoiB communities and family circles who 
have been less fnrtunate than ourselvoa. 

Since the above was set up, a meet- 
ing has taken place tn express sympathy 
for the deceased. The minutes are iu ano- 
ther column.

It is a crying evil to think that 
graduates and such ilk should be permitted 
to vote here, while the hardy pioneer at Salt 
Spring, by governmental juRglery, were pro- 
hibited ! Mr. Copland intends to invali- 
date the election. Every honest man, on 
all sides, will sustain him in exposing tbe

Qt;B8»Ki.LK River. — The Portland Ore- 
gonian, of the Tth inst., says that Vic. Trev- 
lit, who is well known in Oregon, is in that 
town, direct from the northern mines. Ho 
says tho mines are rich and extensive, and 
that thirty ounces have been taken out per 
day by one man, on the above river.

he is like.ly tu have the pleasure of ab.->enl- 
iiig himself as long as he may dt^sire, as hi.s 
serviees will be no longer reqiiiicd in tli.it 
ahoiit-to-he ilepo()ulateil region ;— unless ho 
may coiule.scend to take a trip oi'tnisinnally 
as a (.lead-head on somi^ of 11. H. Co.'s 
steamers, and pay a visit to some Siv.ash 
Tyhce, to congratulate him on having got 
rid of his troublesome neigiibors the pale- 
faces, — make a few remarks to the natives 
in jargon as he passes along, — and then re- 
turn again with the ebbing of the tide, and 
claim the, Queen's donation of four hundred 
pounds a year, for services never rendered.
